2. The Bieetlng vas attended bj General Nlcolae RĂPESC G. . . 

3« The oeeting ta3dag place in the offioes at presant oeoupiad by the 
"Raaanlan Velfare** organlsation, Nlcolae CARANFIL, the head of that organic 
eatlon, vas host. GARANFIL opened the aeeting and IxrTlted General RAPESCP 
to act as chalrman. 

4. General RAPBSGP thanked GARANFIL, but requested that he continue to act 
as ohalraan, seelag that he vas at bone. Caranfil then c aHed apon General 
Radesou to speak, and the latter began to reiate hls efforts doring the 
preoeding three years^ to unite all Rnmnians abroad for the liberatlon of 
Hunanla* But, he sAMd, hls afforts eneountered maur obstacles. He stated 
that the acoent had arrlTed to organiza an aetlTitT* vlth foU ehances of soecess. 
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9. At that polnt, Caranfil requested leave to interrupt the speaker (Popa) 
and stated that he felt It hls duty* to stress that the only thing that vas 
enyisaged vas an associatlon of Rumanlans la the United States. He added 
that the stateaents nade b7 General Radescu at the beginnlng of the neeilng 
vent beF^nd thls Intention. 



10. Popa replled that, seeing the laok of agreenent between Messrs. Radeeou 
and Caranfil, It vas hls bellef that General Radescu vas right, and that the 
constitutive act stated clearlor that the associatlon vas beîng formed "a* ' 
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
